Report Of Norfolk County Road System 


To the Warden and members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: Your Committee on County Roads beg leave 
to report as follows: 


Since your Committee’s last report was made the follow- 
ing work has been proceeded with: 
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Mulch Patches ts 9.3 miles 
Retreatment of Bituminous Surfaces .... 37 miles 
Resurfacing with gravel J) ies 


Three large Culverts have been installed on Road 6. 


Grading operations on Road 9 have been commenced 
and two metal Culverts have been constructed. 


Grading operations have also been started at the 
southerly end of Road 5. 


Reinforced concrete rigid frame bridge is being con- 
structed by day labour west of Villa Nova. 


Your Committee have left a contract for the construction 
of a Reinforced Concrete Beam Bridge at Vittoria. The work 
will be commenced in a week’s time. 


Your Committee, at a joint meeting with the Oxford 
County Road Committee, let a contract for a Concrete and 
Steel Beam Bridge on the County Boundary between Ox- 
ford and Norfolk. 


The Street to be constructed under agreement between 
the Village of Port Dover and this County has been laid from 
Highway 24 in the Village to the Bridge.over the dam on 
Silver Lake. The Street in the Village of Delhi to be con- 
structed jointly by the Village and the County has been pro- 
ceeded with. The grading is practically complete and some 
gravel for the base has been applied. 


General Maintenance, such as hand patching of the bi- 
tuminous surfaces, removal of sod shouders, and mainten- 
ance of bridges and culverts have been proceeded with. One 
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hundred and forty miles of weed spraying has been done and 
this work is still being continued.

(a) The additional constables could be quickly moved to 
any municipality within the County where their ser- 
vices were required. 


(b) In half-load season, the additional constables could 
more adequately protect the County Road System. 
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(c) The indiscriminate dumping of garbage along the 
Road System could be checked more efficiently, and 


(d) If the cars were equipped with a radio communica- 
tion system, close contact could be maintained be- 
tween individual units and headquarters, resulting 
in more efficient distribution of effort. 


Be it therefore resolved by, the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the County of Norfolk; that this reselution 
be submitted to the department for the Administration of 
Justice in the County of Norfolk, with the recommendation 
that consideration be given to implementing the provisions 
therein. — Carried.

BY-LAW NO. 913 








A By Law to amend the By Law Adopting a Plan of 
County Road Improvement and Establishing a County Road 
System in the County of Norfolk under The Highway Im- 
provement Act. 


The Council of the Corporation of the County of Norfolk 
enacts as By Law Number 913 as follows: 


1. The Schedule “A” of By Law Number 435 being the 
original by-law establishing a County Road System in the 
County of Norfolk as amended by by-law number 554 being 
the last consolidating by-law re-establishing the said system 
and further amended by subsequent amending by-laws is 
hereby amended by removing there-from the roads designated 
and described as follows: 


Designation (A) 


Description: “Being a road extending southwesterly across 
part of lot 3, concession 11 in the Township of Townsend, 
from a curved line described as follows: commencing at 
a standard iron bar in the westerly limit of lot 14, regist- 
ered plan No. 46-B distant 78.25 feet measured southwest- 
erly along the said Westerly limit from a standard iron bar 
marking the northwest corner of lot 14, registered Plan No. 
46-B, thence southwesterly on a curve right of 749.8 feet 
radius, and to which the westerly limit of lot 14 registered 
plan No. 46-B is tangent, to and extending southwesterly 
along the road allowance between concessions 11 and 12 
to the said curve line continued southwesterly,” all of 
which is shown coloured yellow on Plan A.24-20 registered 
in the Registry Office for the County of Norfolk. 
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Designaticn (B) 


Description: “Being a road extending southerly and south- 
easterly along the road allowance between lot 6, concession 
3, and lot 7, concession 3, and across the southwesterly 
corner of lot 7, concession 3, in the Township of Townsend 
from a line drawn cocentric with, and distant 66 feet mea- 
sured westerly and radially from the easterly curved limit 
of the King’s Highway diversion as shown on a plan de- 
posited in the Registry Office for the Registry Division of 
the County of Norfolk as No. 247, to and extending easter- 
ly along the road allowance between lot 7, concession 3, and 
lot 7, concession 4, to a line drawn cocentric with, and 
distant 66 feet measured southwesterly and radially from 
the northeasterly curved limit of the King’s Highway di- 
version as shown on the said deposited plan No. 247.” All 
of which is shown coloured yellow on Plan A.24-21 regist- 
ered in the Registry Office for the County of Norfolk. 


2. The roads as designated and described in paragraph 1 
are hereby removed from the County Road System of the 
County of Norfolk. 


3. This By-Law shall come into force upon the approval 
thereof by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council.

A By Law to amend By Law No. 870. 


WHEREAS in By Law No. 870 certain men are appointed 
and named as the Norfolk County Court of Revision.

3. Mr. Charles L. Hall of the Township of Townsend is 
hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the Waterford 
High School District Board. 

4. Mr. James Livingston of the Village of Port Rowan is 
hereby appointed a High School Trustee for the South-West 
Norfolk High School District Board. 

AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that all By Laws in- 
consistent with this By Law are hereby repealed.
